New York , Dec. 10.—Automobilists 
in Now York are manifesting great 
interest in the proposed 15,000 mile 
motor car trip from New York to 
Paris, arranged by a leading Paris 
newspaper. 
While, on the face of it, 
the project look s lik e an impossibili­ 
ty, exports declare that it is feasible. 
The worst parts of the trip have al- 
leady been conquered in the Pek in 
to Paris race, in which three auto­ 
mobiles successfully negotiated the 
l>erils of the parched Siberian deserts, 
the apparently impassable hills, and 
mountains and the 
savage 
native^l. 
The only part of the proposed roiifS' 
v*hich at present is causing worry is 
the 
rough 
country 
between 
Van­ 
couver, B. C., and Sk agw'ay, Alask a. 
With this portion 
of 
the 
jouri|ey 
traversed, it is believed that the rest 
ot the hazardous trip.would be com­ 
paratively easy. 
While 
the 
autos 
would probably cross Bering strait by 
boat, it is possible that they might 
be able to do so on the ice. 
An expect New-York automobilist 
thus estimates the perils 
and 
diffi­ 
culties to be encountered on the 15,- 
000 mile trip: 
“The oars will have to climb moun­ 
tains several times to an altitude of 
over ^i^ OOO feet, and drop down tt 
sides of mountain ranges on pas' 
and roads that are well-nigh im s- 
sable, even to the sure-footed ’ ast 
of burden.

Despite these dire predictions, pre­ 
parations for the race are now going 
forward, and it is lik ely that within 
a year the great trip will begin. Ac­ 
cording to present plans, the start 
will be from New 
ork , 
the 
route 
leading thence to Chicago. From the 
Windy City the motorists will face 
r orthward to Canada, following the 
I’ne of the Canadian Pacific railroad 
rcross Western Canada to Vancouver, 
B. C. 
Thence the mcei’s will go to 
-\lask a, crossing the Bering straits 
and then through Siberia to Moscow. 
F*’om this 
point 
the ' Pek in Paris 
route followed, passing through Ber­ 
lin. 
It is possible, however, that a 
chage of route may be made causing 
the contestants to cross the continent 
to San Francisco, thence going north­ 
ward to Vancouver and Alask a. 
According to Canadian authorities, 
the most feaMble route to Bering 
strait would be from Reginti, Sask at- 
chew'an, to Fort Sask atchcw^an, pro­ 
ceeding thence over the Yuk on route 
to Dawson City. 
This road, it is 
stated, is thoroughly capable of bciUg 
negotiated by automobiles.
